“T he term, a b ushel of clover seed, 
is very indefinite unless you know the 
percentage of purity, the percentage 
of germination, the kind Of weed seeds 
¡it contains and where It was grown,” 
says K. <\ Blair, extension agronomist 
for the North Carolina State College 
of Agriculture, 
“T he purest sample of 
clover seed ever grown is no good if i 
it will not germ in ate; seed that will j 
germ inate l» Hi per cent a re costly if J 
they are trashy and full of troub le- j 
some weed seeds. 
Field tests have i 
shown that clover seed grown in the | 
United States will survive our winters j 
b etter than those grown In foreign 
countries.” 
Mr. Blair states that the North Car­ 
olina seed lab oratory has set 98 per 
cent as the standard of purity and 
90 per cent as the sta n d a rd of germi­ 
nation. 
Samples received at this lab ­ 
oratory last year ranged from 45.80 
to 1>9.94 per cent in purity, and from 
(j to 98 per cent in germination. 
“A comparison was recently made of 
six good samples of American-grown 
red clover seed,” says Mr. Blair. “The 
results of the tests showed that the 
b est seed was the cheapest b ecause 
the purchaser secured a larger num ­ 
b er of viab le seed for his money as 
com pared to cheaper seeds which were 
low in germination, trashy and full of 
weed seeds.”
